SENATOR BOOTH’S SPEECH. 
The nomination of General Hancock for 
President, by the Democratic party, means 
one of two things—conversion or hypocrisy— 
a change of heart or an attempt to deceive. 
If it be the first—if this be the evidence of a 
sincere abandonment of old positions, w hat 
reafion can that party give for its further ex­ 
istence’ Is it necessary to call the Demo­ 
cratic party into power to administer the 
Government on republican principles ? The 
effrontery of a claim like this would be sub­ 
lime if it were not ridiculous. I have heard 
an illustration which seems to me a p t: It is 
as if the prodigal son, when he had returned 
to his father’s house, and eaten the fatted 
calf, should turn the old gentleman out of 
doors, demand a deed to the farm, insist that 
nothing less would reconcile him and make 
him forget the past unpleasantness ! I have 
been trying to find 


AN HISTORICAL PARALLEL. 
I have failed. History is often absurd— 
but never, I think, so absurd as that. I can 
imagine one : During the war of the Amer­ 
ican revolution, there was a large number of 
men in this country who were sincerely op­ 
posed to the independence of the United 
states. In Borne sections they were in a ma­ 
jority. They were called Tories, from their 
sympathy with the then governing party in 
Great Britain. They held themselves to be 
subjects of George III., just as much as 
the great body of the people in the Southern 
States from ’(Jl to ’05 held themselves citizens 
of the Confederacy. They resisted drafts, 
impeded the execution of the laws, fought 
with the red-coats, and made the revolu­ 
tion a civil war—a war 
that 
divided 
neighbors 
and 
families. 
Suppose 
the 
Tories had maintained a distinct political 
organization after the war closed, and had 
met in convention, resolved that they stood 
by their principles, were proud of their tra­ 
ditions, and that they were of right entitled 
to the possession and control of the govern­ 
ment of the United States. Suppose they 
had nominated for President General Gates, 
a soldier by profession, distinguished for his 
services in the patriot army, and had slid, 
“ Accept this is an olive branch—we admit 
the United States are independent—give us 
the control of the Government to soothe out 
feelings; do it, or we shall be mad so long as 
we live, and the lo D g er we live the madder 
we’ll get—and you shall he responsible for 
the animosities which have grown out of the 
war.” 
TO WHOM HONOR 19 DUE. 
Would that proposition be more absurd, 
preposterous, than that of the Democratic 
party to-day ? If it had not been for the 
Republican party there would to-day have 
been no Government of the United States 
to administer. 
I 
am not speaking of 
men, but ot political organizations. If there 
be any way in which to administer a free 
government except through political parties, 
it has not yet been discovered. For the past 
twenty years the Republican and Democratic 
parties have stood in bold, defiant, aggressive 
opposition. However members of these par­ 
ties may agree or disagree upon measures of 
temporary policy, the difference between the 
parties as political organizations, in their 
scope, tendency, spirit, is essential, radical, 
fundamental. 
I repeat and enlarge the 
statement that we have a Government of 
the 
United 
States of 
America; 
that 
we 
have 
a 
great 
republic—the 
first 
great republic in history where no man calls 
another master—is due, under Providence, to 
that organization which will be known and 
honored in history forever as the Republican 
party. I have heard the statement made, and 
its truth conceded by men witli whom I politi­ 
cally affiliate, andforwhom I have the highest 
respect, that no party was entitled to the 
credit of putting down the rebellion; that it 
was the work of the American people. If 
this mean that it was-the work of the Amer­ 
ican people, irrespective of party organiza­ 
tion, I deny it. It there had been no Demo­ 
cratic party the rebellion would not have 
lasted a season, if it had ever arisen. 
If no 
Republican party had stood behind Lincoln, 
the rebels would have dictated terms at 
Washington, without a Bull Run. 


MURDER T8. SACRIFICE. 
Mere physical courage is an attribute which 
we share with the animals. If the war had 
been a mere exhibition of brute force, a trial 
of strength, a field for the display of military 
skill, it would have been the stupendous 
crime of history. It was only as a part of 
the conflict of ideas necessary to the salva­ 
tion of the Republic, that it in redeemed from 
murder, to sacrifice, and takes its place in 
heroic annals. From the humblest soldier 
who fell in battle to the martyred Lincoln, it 
was the awful issues at stake, the tremen­ 
dous interests imperiled, the great ideas in­ 
volved, that sanctified it all. These ideas, 
interests, issues, were formulated, cham­ 
pioned, and defended by the Republican 
party. 
Political 
parties 
are not mere 
voluntary 
associations. 
They 
cannot 
be 
made 
to 
order. 
If 
they 
have 
any vitality they organize themselves, and 
become great forces in human affairs. To as­ 
certain the governing ideas of a political 
Íiarty we should not go to a particular dec- 
aration made at a particular time, for a par­ 
ticular purpose. That might be a passing 
qualm of conscience, or, perchance, a bid for 
office. _ We must examine 
its 
history. 
Especially if there be such, should we see 
howit has met great emergencies, that try 
the inmost heart and test the utmost strength. 
Has it arisen to or fallen short of the hight of 
great occasions, when great interests were at 
stake, and the rights which underlie all forms 
of government imperiled? There may come 
a time to parties—as there often does to 
men— 
A TIME or TRIAL, 
When the very soul stands revealed, naked 
in the burning light of day. After that pro­ 
fessions and hypocrisy are useless to conceal. 
Nothing but the grave can cover infirmity. 
The Demdcratic party has passed such an 
ordeal, and the highest boon it can right­ 
fully ask is the charity of obliviom The 
only mercy it ought to expect is forgetful­ 
ness. I choose in this historical address to 
discuss historical facts, essential differences, 
central principles. 
There are differences 
of opinion among Republicans as there 
are among Democrats, on questions of 


revenue and currency, of tariff, greenbacks, 
gold and silver. 
Many of the e will be 
gradually settled by experier.ee. That these 
are questions of comparatively trivial im­ 
portance is due to the wise, patriotic and 
successful administration of the Republican 
party. 


FACTS, DIFFERENCES, FHINCIPLES. 
We are a nation 50,000,000 strong. That 
we shall remain a nation, one undivided, in­ 
divisible, there can be no doubt. No En­ 
glishman doubts there will always be an En­ 
gland for the English ; no German doubts 
there will always be a Germany for the Ger­ 
mans ; there will always be a France for the 
French. That there will always be an Amer­ 
ica for Americans—that this has been accom­ 
plished, established—is due to the Republican 
party. What the Government of the coun­ 
try shall be, how it shall be administered, is 
a question of only less importance than its 
continued existence. The problems of law, 
admini-tration and policy, which are con­ 
stantly arising in a government like ours, are 
complicated aud difficult. 
Neither you cor I, 
nor any one else can understand them all iu 
detail. What we are required to understand 
is the spirit in which tiiey are to be met and 
solved. 
WOCLD r r BE BETTER? 
No disinterested man, if there be such, will 
seriouslv contend that the Government would 
be better administered under Democratic 
than under Republican control ; that its 
dealings with foreign rations would be more 
just aud enlightened ; that its credit would 
be better maintained ; that its debt would be 
more rapidly paid ; that it would be better 
protected from the vague, vast, portentious 
mass of Southern war claims which hang 
over it like a cloud. Surely no one will 
claim, whether disinterested or not, that the 
spirit of the Democratic party is more in 
harmony with social order, and that orderly 
progress of society which comes of evolution, 
not revolution, than the Republican. 
No 
one, however prejudiced, will claim that those 
personal rights which all government is or­ 
dained to protect—free speech, equality be­ 
fore the law, the security of each in the en­ 
joyment of his own—are safer undei Demo­ 
cratic than Republican control. No one, 
whatever his condition may be. will dare to 
assert that the American idea of government, 
personal liberty, and national u u ío d , center 
and circumference, is safer under Democratic 
than Republican control. 


THE SI’LEXDID ACHIEVEMENTS 
Of the Republican party since the close of 
the war will be only less famous iu history 
than the suppression of the rebellion. Pause 
for a moment ! Go back in your memories 
to the sad, bitter day when the joy of victory 
was turned to tears, aDd the sweet dawn of 
peace was clouded by the death of L íu co Id . 
Did aver a nation confront graver problems, 
more complicated difficulties, more serious 
dangers, than ours did than ? The questions 
our fathers met in the establishment of a 
government, after the achievement of inde­ 
pendence, were far less difficult. The war of 
the revolution itself welded the people into 
one; the war of the rebellion dissevered 
them. 
The governments of eleven States 
had been destroyed, and the people of these 
States were animated with a hatred fur the 
Union, which was intensified by defeat. The 
actual poverty of the South was scarcely less 
to be deplored than the fictitious, inflated, 
speculative prosperity of the North was to be 
feared in its ultimate effect. 


WIIAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 
Four million slaves, who had inherited 
slavery with its submissions and weakness 
from immemorial generation», had just been 
emancipated, and were to live side by side 
with their late masters, who regarded their 
emancipati.m as au act of despotic power. A 
million ot men under arms, flushed with vic­ 
tory, proud of their leader», were t • be dis­ 
banded end absorbed in the pursuits of civil 
life. A cnrrei cy fluctuating irom day to day 
demoralized business into speculation or de- 
gruled it ¡uto gambling. A debt »•■ vast it 
could scarcely be estimated, and behind it a 
mass of claims too vague and vast for defini 
tion. A credit prostrated until it was a by­ 
word and a reproach. Confronting these 
questions, between order and anarchy, civil, 
government and military rule, payment and 
repudiation, with nameless and countless 
complications of settlement, iu the moment 
of supreme civil peril, our chosen leader, 
whose character, exalted to the highest plane 
of 
humanity, 
made 
him 
worthy 
to 
wear the crown of martyrdom, whoso wisdom 
aud purity, and the great love the people 
bore him, were pledges of the nation’s safety, 
was stricken down, and the hearts of the 
people were stirred by wild thoughts of ven­ 
geance. The sea of trouble was tempest- 
tost by passion. In war all questions are sub­ 
ordinated to success—all measures look to one 
eud—all appeals are to one sentiment. War 
over, the intensity of excitement relaxed, the 
stimulus of heroic achievements, aud tangible 
resistance withdrawn, difficulties of adminis­ 
tration begin. These had never been more 
manifold and complicated than with us. For 
never had civil war been waged over so wide 
a country, iavolved greater loss of life and 
property, enlisted deeper passions, or been 
fraught with graver interests. 


GO BACK AGAIN TO THE BITTER DAT 
When the lightning flashed over the civilized 
world the saddest tidings the wires have ever 
borne—that Lincoln was dead—what a weary 
waste of difficulty lay before the Republic ! 
What a dark cloud of danger overhung i t ! 
An army in hand which in any other country 
an ambitious leader might use to subvert 
civil authority ; a united government to be 
established over a discordant people on the 
basis of justice to each ; freedom to be se­ 
cured to 4,000,000 emancipated slaves in a 
hostile community. This to be done with a 
credit prostrated by unexampled expendí 
tures, and under a load of incalculable debt. 
Contrast then 
with 
now; 
that 
with 
this; 
not 
sixteen 
years 
have 
gone ; 
not half a 
generation: our credit 
is 
the highest in the world ; our debt liquidated 
until it is easily in hand and substantially all 
held at home ; the nation stands in the fore­ 
most rank of time, and an indissoluble union 
has been sealed with universal freedom. To 
assert that the party has made no mistakes 
would be to claim that it is more thau human. 
Measures are often experimental—sometimes 
a choice of evils. A party must be judged 
by the result of its policy. To say that the 
Democratic party would have improved on 
this magnificent result, the grandest in civil 
history, is to insult common sense and libel 
common honesty. It has stood as 


A PARTY OK OBSTRUCTION. 
It has stcod as a prophet of evil, intent on 
making its predictions good. It has proposed 
no great measure ; it haB championed no 
great idea ; it has uttered no broad catholic 
truth. 
Whatever has been achieved for 
human progress, national stability or personal 
freedom, has been accomplished in its despite. 
It is even driven to the necessity of making a 
merit of acquiescing in what it wag powerless 
to prevent and is impotent to reverse. Twelve 
years ago it denounced the Thirteenth, Four­ 
teenth and Fifteenth Amendments of the 
Constitution as revolutionary and void. 
To­ 
day it concedes they are a part of the organic 
law. It has taken ths party twelve years to 
discover what all the world knew. 
General 
Hancock, in his letter of acceptance, says 
these amendments must be maintained. I 
read that part of his letter with delight, 
and half expected to find the logical se­ 
quence—that he would advise everybody to 
support Garfield, who had assisted in their 
adoption. 
The earnest, sincere acceptance 
by the Democratic party of these amend­ 
ments, crystallized results of 
the war, 
would be 
A TRIUMPH FbR THE REPUBLICAN PARTY, 
Scarcely less than its highest achievement. 
But there is a difference between lip-service 
and heart-service; between creed and faith ; 
between the letter which killeth and the 
spirit which maketh alive. There is a differ­ 
ence between accepting a situation as a hard 
necessity, and embracing it as a joyful oppor­ 
tunity. There is a difference in the spirit 
which says, “ The lines are hard, bnt it is so 
written. I acquiesce in the inevitable,” and 
that which acclaims, " Before ever the world 
was it was true; though the foundations of 
the world should pass away, it will remain 
true ; therefore, it is so written.” 
These repiesent principles which are the 
trophies of the Republican party. It achieved 
them in tribulation and trial. It clung to 
them when it was treading the wine-press ; it 
bore them amid the fires of battle; in the 
darkness of defeat it would not part with 
them ; washed in the blood of the faithful it 
flung them to the broad light in the tri­ 
umphant glory of victory. Come weal or 
come wee, come joy or sorrow, they are a 
part of its history forever. 
I desire to adhere to my text. It may be 
late to state in the middle of the discourse, 
but you will pardon the omission ; it is, that

prosperity which in the face of untxanq led 
difficulties the country has attained, arc due 
not to any unorganized, vague sentiment dif­ 
fused at large, but to the powerful organiza­ 
tion of that sentiment in the Republican 
party ; that all these achievements have been 
in opposition to the Democratic party ; that 
the antegonLm between the parlies still ex­ 
iste by reason of the antagonism of rpirit, 
purpose aud tradition, and will exist so K.i.g 
as both shall live ; that they represent the 
ideas cf diverse civilizations—the on> the 
relic of the si cial aristocracy and African 
slavery of the Sou'll, the oti.er the product 
of the universal freedom and local demo­ 
cratic institutions of the North — aud if 
either is right the other is so fatally wrong it 
has forfeited its right to a place in history. 
If I must refer to facte, which are but too 
familiar, it is because of the difficulty of 
demonstrating a proposition which ought to 
be evident from its statement. 


HISTORY. 
Again I ask you to revert to one of the 
great crisis of our history. Lincoln was in­ 
augurated on the 4th of March, 1861. Ths 
Confederate Government was already organ­ 
ized ; its Constitution had been agreed uimn ; 
its President selected. 
It had appointed 
diplomatic agents to treat with the Govern­ 
ment of the United States, General Twigg», 
commanding the Department of Texas, had 
turned over hia entire ariny, with posts, for­ 
tifications, arms and monitions, depriving 
the Government e>f the Uuited States of half 
its military force, and of the control of Texas, 
with the Mexican frontier. Forts, arsenals 
and public property had been seized, n o t 
only within the limits of the seven States 
which had {lassed ordinances of seces-ion, 
but within several which had upL 
It was 
evident to the dullest nnderatanJing that one 
of two calamities was imminent—either a 
dissolution, which 
would be a national 
humiliation aud disgrace, or war. 
it th 
could only be aveited in one way. If the 
Democratic party < f the North had uudo 
one authoritative declaration, that the law: 
of the United States mu»t be enforced 
throughout all the land, that the flag rhouij 
never recede an inch on American soil, the 
Union might have been restored with jieace.

Horace Greeley says: “ No Democrat in 
the Senate, anil no organ of Democratic 
opinion out of the Senate proffered an assur­ 
ance or an exhortation to the President-, tend­ 
ing to encourage and support him in uphold 
ing the integrity and supporting the law a of 
the Union.”

WHAT THE DEMOCRACY MIGHT HAVE DONK. 
Let (19 make every concession that is con­ 
sistent with truth ; let us state the case at it* 
best for the Democratic party of the North ; 
let us admit that war was inevitable—that it 
was a conflict of moral forces, old a» time, 
strong as death, for which statesmanship had 
no solution, peace no arbitrament. 
If, when 
war could no longer be postponed, was not a 
thing to be dreaded but to lw met, if ther. th* 
Democratic party of the North had made one 
authoritative declaration for the maintenance 
of the Union, the war would have been short 
and decisive. Virginia, North Carolina, Ten­ 
nessee and Arkansas might have been saved 
from the Confederacy.

Baker to meet death at Hall Bluff. Oh, voice: 
of Genius ! Oh, lips touched with the live 
coal from the altar of freedom, too early 
hushed—too early closed in death ! 
Oh, 
martyr of liberty and Union, wonld thou 
coulust have lived to witness the fruition of 
thy teachings, the garnered results of thy in­ 
spiration and heroism ! 


WOULD BRODERICK HAD BEEN THERE.

C a l ist o g a , September 12th.—Calis'oga is 
proud in the possession ot a modern a'che- 
mist, who, more fortunate than his brethren of 
the middle ages, claims to have discovered 


the veritable philosopher's stone. 
Gold he 
can m anufacture ad libitum, and a t the 
shortest notice. 
The account of Colonel 
Anson C. Ticbenor's reported discovery of 
gold in the therm al springs of Calistoga has 
been already published. 
The springs are sit­ 
uated on the Calistoga H ot Springs Hotel 
property, which, when owned by Samuel 
Brannan some half a doten years ago, was 
much resorted to by invalids aud fashionables 
for the purpose of drinking the waters and 
bathing. 
The property wa* sold in 1875 ou 
the foreclosure of an $85,000 mortgage held 
by the Sacram ento Savings Bank. 
The 125 
acres upon which are the hotel and all the 
springs, were sold three weeks since to Tich- 
enor, his wife and Judge D undy of Nebraska, 
for $14,000. 
Ticheuor then gave out th at the 
springs, especially that called 
“ Chicken 
Soup,” contained large quantities of gold in 
solution, and announced his intention of 
putting up works. 
H is operations are now 
carried on in a dingy little shanty on one 
corner of the property. 
A t one end stands 
a 60-gallon caldron and heating furnace. Be­ 
side it an ordinary No. 2 test furnace; a few 
jars, bottles, an anvil and several crucibles, 
with some pieces of old lead, complete the 
outfit. In re-ply to questions, Tichenor. who is 
an emaciated-looking man aged about 45, sjsAce 
as follows: 
“ I have for m any years sus­ 
pected th at gold is held in solution in water. 
W hy not ? Do we not have chloride of gold, 
which has no affinity for quicksilver plate? 
Y et gold chloride is not metallic. 
I first ex­ 
perimented on w ater brought from the Pacific 
ocean at the Cliff House. 
From a gallon of 
this I obtained a net profit of §1 30; but 
this was not rich enough for me. 
Besides, I 
could not stand the fogs. 
So I came here, 
where the water is much richer. 
There are 
fifty springs here, all differing somewhat. 
There are sulphur, iron, quicksilver and mag­ 
nesia springs, and some combining all. From 
ten barrels I obtained Sl'tiO. 
Reporter—How many a day can you work 
with your present accommodations? 
Tichenor—About fifty. 
Rep.—Then a t five dollars per gallon, ycur 
estimate, you would clean up §7,750 in a 
day’s lun ? 
Tichenor—About th a t; but th at ain’t any­ 
thing to w hat we will do when our [latent 
arrives. 
Rep.—Please explain your process. 
Tichenor—Well, down iu the interior of the 
earth, where all this hot water comes from, 
gold is found by the agency of intense chem­ 
ical and electrical heat. 
This is in a solu­ 
tion which quioksilver will amalgamate. 
The water fills the seams of the rook-, aud 
becomes 
transm uted into a m etal 
state 
through electrical influences. 
Now, if we 
can reproduce this state, resulting in precipi­ 
tate of gold, the problem is solved. 
I sus­ 
pend a piece of rolled sheet lead, chemically 
pure, in boiling water, to which 1 have added 
two of the elements of gold, which, uniting 
with a third, form a bluish-black precipitate 
of protoxide of gold, which adheres to the 
lead. 
All forms of gold have an affinity for 
lead. 
By suspending lead in chemically 
treated w ater,' electric influences occasion 
the 
precipitate.

A Republican mass meeting was held on 
Second street, between J and K , on Saturday 
evening. 
A mc.ra inconvenient p'áCS for a 
meeting could not have been chosen, as up to 
half-past 8 o’clock the street cars ran through 
the crowd frequently, with jingling of bells 
and rattling of wheels. 
There were blowing 
whistles on the river front, the pushing of 
omnibusses and hacks through the audience, 
etc., until General M iller, after frujuent and 
annoying interruptions, rem arked: “ If this 
thing is to go on, it will be rough work speak­ 
ing here ; 
tu t I suppose I can stand it if 
you can; ’and at another point he said, “ There 
are more noises, and of greater variety, to 
embarrass a speaker here, than I ever heard 
before.” The meeting was also disturbed by 
the surgjng of the crowd on the walk back of 
the stand, the bustle about the restaurants 
tiiere, and the laughiug, chatting, and some­ 
times whooping crowds about the saloon 
doors.

Jackson fought to vote for Hanccck, 
anil the other declaring th at if Garfield is 
elected it will be by the vote of the North, 
and he will therefore be a sectional l ’resident. 
Both of these General M iller bitterly de­ 
nounced. 
A t the conclusion of the speech 
three cheers were given for Garfield, three 
for M iller and three for the Boys in Blue. 
After music by the band,
